It  means  Merry  Christmas,  and  after  a  week  of  Hawaiian  sun  and  hospitality  that's  ex- 
actly what  it  was.  Under  the  lights  of  Aloha  Stadium  in  Honolulu,  the  Nevada  Wolf  Pack 
defeated  the  Central  Florida  Golden  Knights  49-48  in  overtime  on  Christmas  Eve.  The 
overtime,  back-and-forth-victory  was  the  best  Christmas  present  Nevada  coach  Chris  Ault 
could  ask  for — his  first  bowl  win — and  for  Nevada  fans,  the  Sheraton  Hawai'i  Bowl  victory 
capped  the  Pack's  best  season  (9-3;  Western  Athletic  Conference  co-champions)  since 
1996. 

"We  knew  it  was  going  to  be  a  hard  fight,"  running  back  Robert  Hubbard  said.  "The  guys  just  never 
gave  up  and  we  survived.  We  had  an  amazing  comeback.  It's  a  Cinderella  season  for  us." 

But  the  week  was  more  than  just  football.  As  part  of  the  festivities  the  Pack  attended  luaus,  a  water 
park,  spent  time  on  the  beach  and  visited  the  U.S.S.  Arizona  Memorial  at  Pearl  Harbor. 

"This  bowl  week  is  something  I'll  remember  the  rest  of  my  life,"  senior  co-captain  Adam  Kiefer  said.

Despite  the  team's  success,  Nevada  has  one  hurdle  it  just  can't  clear — the  Hawaii 
Rainbow  Wahine.  Nevada  faced  the  'Bows  in  the  semifinals  of  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  tournament,  Nov.  25,  at  Lawlor  Events  Center.  Hawaii  took  the  match  3-1, 
despite  Nevada's  second  game  victory  and  advanced  to  the  final  round  where  the  top- 
seeded  Wahine  beat  the  second  seed  Utah  State  to  win  its  fifth  consecutive  conference 
title.  On  Thanksgiving,  a  day  earlier,  The  Wolf  Pack  defeated  the  Idaho  Vandals  3-2. 

In  the  loss,  Nevada  senior  Salaia  Salave'a  led  five  Nevada  players  in  double  figures  widi  a  match 
high  20  kills.  Cariy  Sorensen(16),  Karly  Sipherd  (12),  Erika  Ryan  (10),  and  Allison  Hernandez 
(10)  also  reached  double  figures.  On  defense,  libero  Christine  Harms  had  16  digs,  Lindsay 
Holda  added  10  and  freshman  Dana  Henry  had  12.  Setter  Tristin  Johnson  had  59  assists. 

Despite  the  loss,  Nevada  earned  an  at-large-bid  to  the  NCAA  tournament  where  it  faced 
Stanford  at  Maples  Pavilion.  The  Cardinal  beat  the  Pack  3-0,  finishing  die  season  18-13. 
Three  Nevada  players  received  individual  honors — Salave'a  received  First  Team  All  WAC 
honors,  Teal  Ericson  and  Sipherd  placed  Second  Team  All-WAC.
